A patient in hospital for treatment 
of an injury complained of “hemor- 
rhoids.”” Two surgeons on the hospital 
staff examined him and assured him 
he had no hemorrhoids. Nevertheless, 
he believed he had something of the 
sort wrong, and as soon as he left 
the, hospital he visited a doctor who, on 
examination, found three large hem- 
orrhoids. This doctor made a real ex- 
amination, by means of speculum and 
suitable light. The surgeons had made 
a blind examination, without specu- 
lum and without inspection, and so 
they muffed the diagnosis. 


It is fair to say that nearly half 
of all sufferers from “piles” actually 
have no piles; or rather that their 
trouble is due to something else. 

A personal communication from a 
medical friend says of a clinic where 
ambulant treatment is given: 

“During the several times I have 
dropped in there I have seen from 
2) to 50 patients a day being treated 
for some proctological condition. There 
are no beds and the things they do 
without confining patients are truly 
remarkable.

A SALMON MYSTERY. 

Not long ago, a French scientist | 
reported work he had done to*explain 
a mystery about salmon.. The great 
question in his mind was, “How do 
salmon find their way back to rivers | 
after spending years in the | 


open 


river mouth, and upstream they make 
their way. Often they must fight 
ugainst swift-moving rapids, and they 
even may have to climb eascades. By 
bending their bodies, and springing 
with all force, they can make high 
leaps and get past waterfalls a dozen 
feet high. ‘his would be hard to be- 
lieve if it had not been known to hap- 
pen over and over again. 

Salmon which come back to rivers 
number millions each year. Some go 
to the headwaters of streams more 
than a thousand miles long. Yukon 
river salmon travel 2,000 miles to 
weach their spawning grounds. The 
females lay their eggs in gravel holes, 
a foot deep or even more. 

In his studies of salmon, the French 
scientist “tagged” many young sal- 
mon, so he could make checks on their 
return to the river from which they 
came. He found they came back 
from the English Channel to the riv-

ers of their youth, and wondered how 
'they could find the right rivers after 
|years speut swimming about in salt 
water. 

Study of the channel bottom shows 
that it is far from flat—indeed it has 
grooves or hollows of many kinds, 
Some hollows probably are remains 
of river valleys which existed before 
land of the region sank and was cov- 
ered by salt water. The scientist 
came to the conclusion that salmon 
follow the hollows as they swim fo 
the sea, and use the same pathway 
when they return to the river.

President’s Talk 
At Wilkes-Barre 


WILKES-BARRE, Pa., Oct. 29,— 


(AP)—The text of President Roose- 
velt’s speech here today follows: 


When I found that I was to speak | 


in Harrisburg today, and realized 
that it is John Mitchell day, I de- 
termined to come by way of Wilkes- 
3arre. I wanted to pay my tribute 
to him. 


In 1913 I was assistant secretary 
of the navy. I was asked to examine 
charges of collusion in coal bids for 
the navy. I needed help from some- 
one whose integrity and knowledge I 
could trust, I fecalled then how im- 
pressed Theodore Roosevelt had been 
with John Mitchell’s handling of the 
great coal strike of 1902. I asked 


days he taught me a great deal about 
coal and mining. What he taught 
me saved the United States navy 
many hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars a year in its coal bill. 


You in this anthracite region and 
miners in every other coal field in 
the United States, have a fuller pic- 
ture of this man who was one of the 
most significant figures in American 
labor history. For years he went 
about the unspectacular but neces- 
sary job of clearing the ground for 
the progress of a great labor move- 
ment. He taught a dispersed indus- 
try how to organize. He taught both 
management and labor that the only 
basis for stability is to be found in 
contracts that can and will be lived 
up to by both management and labor. 


WELCOME LABOR MOVE 
RATHER THAN FEAR IT 


By victory in the first great battle 
of the mine workers he broke the tra- 
dition of defeat which had always 
hung over the aspirations of those he 
led.

He urged industrial development of 
the south to produce “a drastic in- 
crease in income.” 

“So long as the south continues 
to export most of its raw products, 
it will continue to be an area of low 
income,” Lilienthal said. 

He declared production alone of 
raw materials will never provide a 
good living for the large rural popu- 
lation of the south. 

“No matter how carefully we pre- 
|gerve the soil of our fields, how care- 
fully our lumbering and mining op- 
erations are conducted, unless the 
south is able to process a substantial 
part of the raw products it produces 
in this region, it will continue to 
struggle against almost overwhelming 
economic odds,” he said. 

Change Forecast. 

“But if a reasonable share of those 
raw materials are processed here, in 
industries, small and large, located 
in the south, you have added greatly 
to the value of these raw materials, 
you have produced an income which, 
properly distributed, will change the 
whole life of the south.” 

It would mean, he said, more em- 
added purchasing power, 
| stimulation of business, more money 
| available for schools and public health 
services and a new market for the 
| sale of products of other sections and 
the world. 

Lilienthal cited Georgia’s production 
and processing of cotton as an ‘‘ex- 
cellent illustration” of an area in 
which the two are balanced. 

“Last vear Georgians used 2.177,000 
acres of your land to produce 1,- 
060.000 bales of cotton. The eotton 
mills of your state—there were then 
125 of them—processed 1.059.665 
bales of cotton—almost. on exact bal- 
ance between production and process- 


Lilienthal paid tribute to Dr. 
Charles H. Herty’s pine-paper experi- 
| ments as pointing the way for greater 
utilization of the south’s raw products. 

“No one who knows the facts can 
contemplate the future of the seuth 
without confidence.’
